I. The Antiquity of the City of London by Way of

A* for the Antiquity of this celebrated Gity, I cannot meet 
with any Records to inform me when it tirſt commenced, + 
Venerable Bede, a Saxon, and a "Prieſt, who writ the Eccleſiajti- Brd, geclef, Hi, 
cal Hiſtory of the Engliſh Nation, from, the coming in of 7uliwe 6b eqpte £149; 
Geſar, to the Year 733, and who lived near 950 Years ago, ſays, ''* 
"Britannia erat Givitatibus quondans Viginti\&- oo Nobiliſſaneis, 
inſignita preter Caſtella innumera, que & ipſs Muris, Turribus, por- 
trs ac ſeris erant inſiructa firmnſſumis : That Britain was of a long - 
time famous in 28 moſt Noble (ities, befides Caſtles innumerable, 
which were of a vaſt ſtrength : And as for the Names of theſe 
Cities I find them ſet down in Herry Arch-deacon of Huntingdon, Hen de Hunting, 
( who writ an Hiſtory of the Kings of England to the Reign of ** 3 # 770. 4.1.5

half as the (#izers of London have. done for the ſeveral Grants 
and Confirmations of their chargeable Liberties and Priviledges. 
It would be endlef to file a particular Account of the many vaſt 
Sums of Mony which has been paid to'the Grow# by the City for 
their ſeveral Grants and Confirmations ;, I ſhall therefore forbear 
ſach an Enlargement, and content my felf with giving you a 
few Inſtances in the more early Times.
